SUB J : DEFUSING MALI-UPPER VOLTA BORDER DISPUTE 

1. EMBASSY BAMAKO BELIEVES THAT MALI AND UPPER VOLTA 
ARE LOCKED INTO POSITIONS WHICH MAKES CONTINUED CONFRON- 
TATION INEVITABLE UNLESS SOME MOTIVATION CAN BE SUPPLIED 
TO ENCOURAGE BOTH COUNTRIES TO RESOLVE BORDER ISSUE 
PEACEABLY. SINCE DISPUTED BORDER AREA WAS UNDEFINED AT 
TIME OF INDEPENDENCE, OAU PRINCIPLE OF RECOGNIZING 
COLONIAL BORDERS DOES NOT HELP RESOLVE ISSUE. GLOOMY 
PROSPECT NOW IS FOR MALIANS TO CONTINUE MILITARY OCCUP- 
TION OF DISPUTED AREA AND FOR UPPER VOLTANS TO EXPAND 
MILITARY FORCES FOR FUTURE FACE-OFF WITH MALIAN 
TROOPS. SUCH AN EVOLUTION IS CLEARLY AGAINST 
INTEREST OF BOTH COUNTRIES, AMONG THE POOREST IN 
THE WORLD AND ONLY NOW RECOVERING FROM FOUR YEARS OF 
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MEAGER RESOURCES AND HAMPER MAJOR AID PROJECTS NOW 
GETTING UNDERWAY IN MALI AND UPPER VOLTA. (FOR 
EXAMPLE BY RESTRICTING TRAVEL TO CERTAIN AREAS IN 
MALL) 

2. EMBASSY BAMAKO BELIEVES IT CLEARLY IN INTEREST OUTSIDE 
POWERS PARTICULARLY MAJOR SAHEL AID DONORS TO REFUSE SELL 
ANY ARMS TO EITHER SIDE. BRINGING UPPER VOLTAN MILITARY 
STRENGTH TO PARITY WITH MALI WILL ENCOURAGE ARMED CON- 
FLICT BY UPPER VOLTANS WHILE ACCEPTING STATUS QUO WILL 
ENCOURAGE CONTINUED MILITARY OCCUPATION BY SUPERIOR 
MALIAN FORCE ENSURING UPPER VOLTAN INVESTMENT IN ARMS 
AND MILITARY EQUIPMENT RATHER THAN IN SORELY NEEDED 
DEVELOPMENT EFFORT. 

3. GIVEN THESE BLEAK PROSPECTS EMBASSY WONDERS IF 
COORDINATED, MULTI-DONOR APPEAL TO BOTH COUNTRIES TO 
SOLVE ISSUE WITHIN REGIONAL FRAMEWORK PROPOSAL MIGHT 
DEFUSE BORDER ISSUE. FOR EXAMPLE, DONORS MIGHT OFFER 
DEVELOPMENT PACKAGE FOR LIPTAKO-GOURMA REGION (WHICH 
INCLUDES DISPUTED AREA) CONTINGENT ON FOLLOWING: (A) 
WITHDRAWAL ALL MILITARY FORCES FROM DISPUTED AREA; 

(B) AGREEMENT TO JOINTLY DEVELOP AND SHARE RESOURCES 
DISPUTED AREA WITHIN REGIONAL FRAMEWORK; AND, (C) 
AGREEMENT TO ADMINISTER DISPUTED AREA THROUGH 
LIPTAKO-GOURMA AUTHORITY OR OTHER SUITABLE REGIONAL 
BODY SUCH AS NIGER RIVER COMMISSION. DEVELOPMENT 
PACKAGE MIGHT INCLUDE: (A) INCREASED TECHNICAL AND 
FINANCIAL SUPPORT FOR LIPTAKO-GOURMA AUTHORITY OR 
NIGER RIVER COMMISSION; (B) EXHAUSTIVE GEOLOGIC SURVEY 
OF AREA WITH IDEA THAT EVEN IF NO MINERAL RESOURCES ARE 
FOUND, THIS IN ITSELF WOULD ASSIST IN DEFUSING ISSUE; 

(C) RURAL DEVELOPMENT PROJECT FOR INHABITANTS OF DISPUTED 
ZONE; AND, (D) COMMITMENT TO LONGER TERM REGIONAL PROJECT 
SUCH AS FADA N'GOURMA ROAD FOLLOWING EVIDENCE THAT BOTH 
COUNTRIES WERE SUPPORTING REGIONAL ADMINISTRATION DIS- 
PUTED ZONE AND HAD WITHDRAWN THEIR OWN TROOPS. 

4. ACTION REQUESTED: WHILE PRECISE NATURE DONOR REGIONAL 
PROPOSAL COULD VARY, WOULD APPRECIATE ADDRESSEES REACTION 
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
